State Law Prohibits Dumping 
Snow on Roadways by Citizens 


A new state law desioned 
to eliminate piled snow as a 
traffic hazard is in effect this 


winter, the Oepartment of 
Stale Highways and Trans- 
portation said today. 

Basically. if prohibits bus- 
inesses and citizens from 
dumping snow on roadways 
and shoulders or piling it so 
high at driveway entrances 
that il obstructs the vision of 
motorists. 

Under the law. enacted 
Jast spring, snow, ice or 
slush may not be removed 
from a driveway or other 
Property and placed across a 
roadway or its shoulders. 
Snow piled near a driveway 
entrance must not obstruct 
the view of a motorist enter-

Violation of the new law is 
a misdemeanor. Both pro- 
perly owners and persons 
hired to remove snow are 
responsible for any illegal 
snaw removal activities, 

In addition. any accidents 
caused by illegal snow re- 
moval will leave violators 
apen to lawsuits for public 
liability and property dam- 
age.

By Babson‘s Reports Inc.. Wellesley Hills, Mass., December 
28, 1978. A year ago. our forecast for 1978 anticipated further

1979 -- SOME LETDOWN FOR BUSINESS 


As 1979 makes its debut. the present uptrend in the business 
cycle is already considerably Jonger than the average life span of 
this nation’s expansion phases. This does not automatically — and 
of itself — mean that a trend reversal is imminent. but a cyclical 
upturn which has fasted 44 months is obviously vulnerable. After 
careful consideration of all relevant factors. the stalf of Babson’s 
Reports predicts that the American economy will sfip into a 
recession in 1979, Until early fall. it appeared that enough business 
vitality existed to sustain the econamic upsiant through the better 
part of 1979. or at least to avert a recessionary setback in the course 
of the year.

Though a recession is now more a distinc! likelihood than a 
mere possibility, its probable severity is a matter of debate. A good 
deal will depend not only on how much additional pressure the 
nation’s leadership will bring to bear upon inflationary forces but 
also on its degree of dele:mination. To back off too soon or to fail 
to administer enough pressure could affow inflation to regain 
momentum quickly. perhaps necessitating subsequent measures 
fae more harmful to the economy than a joh properly done at this 
time. . 

With the economy al its present extremely high level. the 
anti-inflation game plan will not produce traumatic Consequences. 
Babson’s foresees, instead, a winding down in the business tempo 
of Sufficient intensity and duration to qualify technically as a 
recession — that is. al least lwo successive calendar quarters of 
backtracking in national output. We look for the real gross national 
product (output of goods and services (ex inflation) to record 
slippages in the second and third quarters of 1979 after a fairly 
decent opening quarter, with a recovery beginning sometime in the 
final three months Should the scenario work out this way, the $979 
recession could as well be described as a “no growth” period, mild 
tn comparison wilh other recessions in our past history.

Why The 
Rattlesnake Cults? 


Mark 16:17, 18 

You may remember reading 
an article in the Bay City Times 
entitled. Worshipers handle rat- 
tlesnakes. drink poison after 
dancing. singing.” One elder 
Dewey Chafin. whose sister 
died handling a snake 15 years 
aqo. claimed to have been 
bitten 63 times and described 
the bites as following: “I can't 
describe the pain, all! can say 
is a toothache ain't nothing 
compared to it.” Tim McCoy 
was reported as saying. “It was 
the worst pain I've ever ex- 
perienced.” 

Now let us fread the scripture 
these (nen used to justify snake 
handling as part of their wor- 
shin. And these signs shall 
follow them that believe: In my 
name shail they cast out devils. 
they shall speak with new 
tongues: They shall take up 
serpents: and if they drink any 
deadly thing. it shal not hurt 
ibem they shaff fay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover.” 
Mark 18:17, 18. 

Notice the contrast between 
the experience of these men and 
ihe promises of God's Word? 
These people experience terrible 
pain and even death from snake 
poison. but the Bible promised 
immunity from all poison, “it 
shall not hurt then " We have 
the same promise for the 
healing of the sick by the laying 
on of hands ‘and they shall 
recover.” There was certainty of 
success promised with these 
siqn gifts. Read a Bible account 
of one fulfillment. of the apostle 
Paul being hitten accidently by 
a poison snake while gathering 
firewood. He simply shook the 
snake off his hand into the fire

and “felt no harm” Acts 28:5. in 
fact, he didn’t even swell, Acts 
28:6. 

A proper interpretation of 
Mark 16 within the context is 
essential to avoid cult type 
responses. Mark 16 gives not 
only the promise of the 5 gifts in 
verses 17 and 18, but also their 
purpose of the 5 sign-gifts was 
to contirm the Word of God. 
This was necessary because the 
New Testament was not yet 
complete and these miracles 
proved the messaae af the first 
century apostles to be authen 
tic. 

When the New Tesiament 
was completed and confirmed 
by these sign-miracles and the 
infant church began to mature 
in faith, these sign-gifts ceased. 
History supports the absence of 
these sign-gifts for nearly 2.000 
years of orthodox Christian 
practice. One should cautiously 
examine the many 20th century 
claims to a resurrection of these 
same sign gifts. 

It would seem certainly hard 
lo practice these 5 sign-gifts 
today without seriously calling 
into question the confirmation 
of God's Word which has been 
already settled for aearly 2.000 
years. Practice of such signgilts 
would also seem to imply a low 
level of spiritual growth and 
development within a tocal 
church which should have ma- 
tured beyond such things.

job openings, and less hefty pay checks because of curtailments in 
overtime and shorter workweeks. !n a year chock-full of key labor 
contract bargainings, the threat of strikes will be much in evidence. 
There could, of course, be some optimistic influences. !f 
anti-inflation efforts make some headway, for example, the status 
of the dollar could improve, lifting the confidence of investors and 
businessmen. 


GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT 


Gross national product — on the basis of current dollars — 
will undoubtedly trend higher, owing principally to inflation. But 
the gain will be substantially less than that of 1978. Activity in the 
credit-dependent sectors of the economy will slow, and 
government spending for most of the twelve months ahead will be 
more restrained than in pact recessions, reflecting the new-found 
concern of the electorate with paring public spending and achieving 
tax relief. How long this attitude will last under recession pressures 
remains to be seen ... and especially the effects upon the country's 
legislators at all levels. Though the economy may stutter during 
some of 1979, the real GNP (with inflation sactored out) still ought 
to be able to manage a slive: of an increase of about 2% for the year 
as a whole. ‘ 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


Despite price inflation along a broad front and the sequence of 
step-ups in borrowing costs in 1978, the urge to act before prices 
advanced even further brought sales of cars and houses last year to 
a higher level than one would have thought likely. Since consumer 
demand in these — and a number of other — fields represented at 
least to some degree an advance siphoning from 1979 markets and 
the incurring of debt in the process, the task of duplicating last 
year's results seems formidable. With interest rates now even 
higher and credit supplies tighter, the task for the next twelve 
months will be even more arduous. Babson’s forecast for industrial 
production in 1979, therefore, is for a moderate — around 2% — 
backslide from 1978 levels. Strong showings in output of 
transportation equipment, military goods, and computer equipment 
— plus a rebound in coal mining — should help to prevent a more 
Ppaintul slump in total industrial production. 


BUSINESS INVENTORIES 


The economy will not receive any upward impetus from 
business inventory accumulation during much of 1979. Manage- 
ment's thinking on this matter will reflect the high cost of borrowed 
money, while the need to stockpile will diminish as industrial 
activity slackens. There are, of course, bound to be sporadic 
inventory build-ups owing to possible labor disputes, but these will 
give way to liquidations once the danger is over. For the coming 
year, the key consideration is that the country will not be 
confronted with an economic adjusiment either caused by or 
intensified by top-heavy inventory positions. The need to liquidate 
redundant inventory holdings has spawned many a cyclical 
business down-phase in the past. But during the last three and a 
half years, businessmen have by and large kept their inventory 
positions lean. So, while inventory policies will not impart much 
stimulus to business in ‘79, neither will they drag it down. 


BUSINESS CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


Business outlays for new plant and equipment lagged 
markedly in ihe early stages of the economic advance that began in 
the spring of 1975. This was perfectly normal since there was an 
abundance of productive capacity ai that time. Over the past two 
years, however, capital expenditures have gained momentum as 
climbing production rates have increasingly strained plant 
facilities. Rising operating costs and the exigencies of complying 
with environmental quality regulations have also spurred spending 
for more efficient equipment. But the up-spurt in the cost of 
borrewed funds hes adverse implications for capital investments. 
For 1979, the staff of Babson's Reports expects only a modest 
increment instead of another smart increase — perhaps amounting 
to 3% in real terms and about 10% with inflation included. Yet, 
outlays will still run at a brisk tempo, sustained by heity backlogs.

Getting Older 

It's true, As a nation, the U- 
Tiited States is getting older, 
-A simple combination makes the 
phenomena true: people are liv- 
ing longer and the birth rate in 
this country has dropped substan- 
tially. 

Currently, the age group of 
persons above 65 equals almost 
41 per cent of America’s popula- 
tion. Population projections show 
that by the year 2000, that per- 
centage will have risen to over 12 
per cent. 

In addition, population experts 
point out, the median age in the 
United States today is 29.4 years. 
Ta the year 2000, it will be 35.5 
years.

Sadly, about 15 per cent of the 
country’s aver-65 citizens live 
below officially designated 
poverty levels, according to the 
Population Reference Bureau. 


{t should also be poinied out 
that the retired segment of uur 
population is both increasing and 
living longer. With increased life 
spans, more services for the 
elderly must be provided. It's 
also obvious that many more peo- 
ple are now retiring before they 
reach the age of 70 or even 65. 


Tee than seman ar avans 
tn the year 1900, for example, 


two-thirds of the Americans in 
the 65-and-over age bracket were 
still in the labor force. Today, 
that figure ts only 20 per cent. 


Prosecutor's Office: 


Since assuming office ap- 
proximately two years ago, 
we have attempted to main- 
tain accurate statistical re- 
cords of our efforts. Last 
year we effectuated a record 
number of convictions aiid 
this year, 1978, it appears 
that even more convictions 
were ascertained. 

As of mid-December, 1978, 
we have realized 54 felony 
convictions and 258 misde- 
meanor convictions. The of- 
fice has handled approxi- 
mately 383 criminal investi- 
gations, 7 probation viola- 
tion hearings and has issued 
28 formal written opinions to 
various governmental agen- 
cies. In addition, we have 
handled 20 paternity actions 
and have processed 57 fam- 
ily support actions (normally 
these are suits against a /e- 
gally responsible parent of 
children being supported by 
A.D.C. funds). 

Overall, it appears that 
crimes against property con- 
stitute the predominate of- 
fense in the felony class 
although there is a distinct 
rise in crimes against per- 
sons. 

The City Police Depart- 
ment has indicated that as a 
tesult of our recently invoked 
check faw violation policy 
incidents of bad checks have 
been decreased by approxi- 
mately 48 per cent.

Size limits 
shall be 8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inches 
on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches on lakes.

RESOLUTION 

Subject: Public Law 90-542 (1968) and P.L. 93-621 (1975) 

1. WHEREAS. In 1968 the Federal Government passed Public 
Law 90-542, otherwise Known as the “Wild & Scenic Rivers Act.” 
and in 1975 amended said P.L. 90-542 through P.L. 93-621: and 

2. WHEREAS. P.L. 90-542. Section 2. deals with the guidelines 
for evaluating river afeas proposed for inclusion in the National 
Wild and Scenic Rivers System: and 

3. WHEREAS. In Section 2 (b) of the above-mentioned Section 

2. the three classes of river areas are designated as follows: 
(1) Wild River Areas. (2) Scenic River Areas. and (3) Recreational 
River Areas. all three of which are spoken to in this Resolution as 
they apply to the AuSable and Manistee Rivers and thetr respective 
tributaries within Crawford County: and 

4. WHEREAS. The criteria for these three classes of river area 
include. but are not limited to. the following’ Class (t)-a) “Those 
rivers...free of impoundments..." (slack water pool formed by any 
man-made structure), b} °...generally inaccessible except by trail” 
{no roads or other provisions for overland motorized travel). and c} 
".. shorelines essentially primitive...” (free of habitation and other 
substantial evidence of man’s intrusion). Class (2) -a) “...free of 
impoundments....” b} “...accessible in places by road...” (roads 
may occasionally bridge the river area}: and c) “shorelines. ..stull 
largely primitive and ...largely undeveloped” (shorelines still 
present an overall natural character. but in places, land may be 
developed for agricultural purposes): Class (3) - "may have some 
development along their shorelines” (could include small 
communities as well as dispersed or cluster residential 
developments): and 

5. WHEREAS. tt is stated. in part, in Section 4(a} of Appendix 
A. P.L. 93-621. that the reports to the President irom the Secretary 
of the Interior and the Secretary of Agriculture on the suitability:or-. 
nonsuitability of designated rivers for addition to the National Wild 
and Scenic River System “shall give priority to those rivers. (i); with 
respect to which there is the greatest liklihood of development 
which. if undertaken. would render the rivers unsuitable for 
inclusion... and (ii) which possess the grealest proportion of 
private lands within their areas.”: and 

6. WHEREAS. Both the AuSable and Manistee Rivers and their 
respective tributaries within Crawford County have many miles of 
privately-owned shoreline that are moderately and/or largely 
developed with both seasonal and permanent residences. said 
residences (and many as-yet-unimproved privately-owned parcels) 
being readily accessible by means of county roads and/or private 
roads and driveways. and said shoreline having — several 
impoundments and diversions which were effected prior to the 
passage of P.L. 90-542: and 

7. WHEREAS. Section 6 of said Appendix A speaks to the 
authority of both the Federal and State Governments to condemn 
privately-owned land “when necessary to clear title or acquire 
scenic easements or such other easements as are reasonably 
necessary to give the public access to the river and to permit its 
members to traverse the length of the area or of selected segments 
thereal.”: and 

8. WHEREAS. Section 6(c) of said Appendix A states that 
lands may not be acquired through condemnation “if such lands are 
located within any incorporated city, village or borough which has 
in force ang applicable to such lands a duly adopted, valid zoning
